T he most rem ark ab le thing 
about it, however, w as th e fact th at 
the general advance of women was 
conceded by every speaker. 
T he right 
of women to control th eir attn irs was 
conceded by m any of th e meg who a r ­ 
gued the question, and a libsral spirit 
generally was m anifested b y 'different 
members. 
E x tra c ts 
from 
letters 
w ritten 
by 
judges and prosecuting officers were 
read asking for more liberal provi­ 
sions in allowing women to testify in 
cases w here their husbands were In­ 
volved. 


Rural Credits Will Se Interesting. 
If the house an d senate ever do take 
up this question of rural credits there 
is sure to be an interesting discussion. 
A lready several speeches have been 
m ade on the subject w hich show that 
men have been looking into th e m atter 
of farm m ortgages and th e conditions 
existing in fu nn in g comm unities. Con­ 
g ressm an J. M. C. Sm ith of Michigjui 
pointed out th a t the m ortgage debt on 
farm s w as 27 per cent of the reported 
value and th a t farm m ortgages had 
increased 40 per cent in th e p a st tw e n ­ 
ty years. 
T hese and oth er astounding 
facts will be brought out to show th a t 
som ething should be done in order to 
relieve th e condition which exists Id 
the rural communities. 


Laws That Are Vague. 
T here h as been criticism of th e labor 
legislation pu t In the an ti tru st bill on 
th e ground th a t it is vague and will 
lead to endless litigation. 
P erhaps the 
cause w hich brought about this legis 
lation is also th e cause of other vague 
legislation th a t encum bers the statu te 
books 
T here w as a sharp difference 
betw een th e adm inistration and the la 
bor advocates as to w h a t should be 
done on labor legislation. 
So a com­ 
prom ise w as affected, and both sides 
are 
claim ing 
victory. 
Consequently 
the legislation is vague and uncertain 
and will be contested in th e courts for 
years hence.
